THRIPS MAY DAMAGE _ 


An insect, the flower thrips, which 
is not usually présent in Michigan in | 
sufficient numbers to cause damage ; 
to fruits or crops:is reported to be 
so abundant this year that the en- 


trol- measures to ‘prevent injuries to 
fruit. 

The last previous years when dam- 
age was done by the insect in this 
State were 1918 and 1910. Espe-' 
cially favorable weather conditions 
or the absence of natural enemies 
apparently permit the thrips to mul- 
tiply rapidly in certain years. 

Daniage to fruit can Ss prevented 
by .the use of nicotine, either as a 
Spray or as a dust. The ‘Tricotine can 
{be npptied as a special spray or can 
be included in the regular early 
Peaches. should be. sprayed 
as soon as the shucks fall, and rasp- 
berries -should receive ‘the spray be-. 
fore the plants blossom. ™ 
, Detailed directions for the proper 
mixing of sprays for the contro] of 
thrips can be obtained from the en- 
tomology department at the College 
or from county agricultural agents. 

Most. of the reports of ‘the.. pre- 
sence of thrips-have been made from 
the, western section of the State, but 
it is probably présent in all parts. ft 
is a tiny insect which will escape no- 
tite unless the plants upon. which’ it
